To the inhabitants of the Town of Brentwood qualified to vote in 
town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said Town, 
on the Second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 

2. To choose three Selectmen, ‘Town Treasurer, and Clerk. 

3. ‘To choose a Collector of ‘Taxes, and all other necessary town 
officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools ; for paying the town debts and defraying the in- 
terest thereon, and for other necessary charges arising in said town ; 
for laying out and repairing highways and sidewalks, and _ building 
and repairing bridges ; for the maintenance of the poor ; for school- 
houses ; and to establish and maintain public libraries, cemeteries, 
and parks or commons, and to improve the same; to prepare and 
publish the early history of the town. 

5. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of Se- 
lectmen to the Town Auditors ; the reports of the Auditors, Agents, 
Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and 
to pass any vote relating thereto. . 

6. ‘Tosee if the Town will vote to buy a hearse and appropriate 
money for the same. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to build a Town Hall located 
at Crawley’s Falls and how much money the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate for the same. 

8. ‘To see how much the Town will raise and appropriate to- 
wards shingling the Congregational church. 

9g. ‘To see how much the Town will\raise and appropriate for 
Memorial Day expenses. 

10. ‘To transact all other business which may come before said 
meeting.

Education, 


Or THE TOWN oF BRENTWOOD. 


The Board of Education submits the following report for the 
year ending March 1, 1892: 

Whole number of children between the ages of 5 and 15 years, 
as enumerated by the Selectmen, April 1, 1891, 97 ; boys, 61 ; girls, 
36. 

Whole number of scholars 5 years of age and upwards, who have 
attended school in town during the year, 132. 

In reviewing the work of our schools at the end of another year, 
we feel that it has been upon the whole a prosperous one. In some 
respects we have noticed a.marked change for the better, in unison 
with the advanced ideas of our leading educators. We would be 
glad to see a greater progress, and think ifall our citizens would take 
that interest in our schools which the cause demands, the next year 
would show a much better record than the past. Visit our school 
rooms, thereby encouraging teachers and pupils ; watch the children 
at work; and by so doing we think many complaints would be 
avoided. | 

We would again urge upon parents the importance of prompt 
daily attendance of their children during the school term. Have 
them, as far as possible, daily and promptly in their places in the 
school room. It is not only an injury to the scholar to be irregular 
in his attendance, but the whole school is made to suffer thereby.
